For pearl), to be put on before 
buds start to crack in the spring, 
the spray is designed to prevent 
peach leaf curl, reduce brown rot 
and control San .law- and terrapin 
scales. Brown rot. Ute letter points 
out. caused serious losses last year 
and .spraying with Bordeaux will re­ 
duce the infection. The growers were 1 
urged to remove and destroy all 
mummified fruit and cankered limbs 
and to cultivate the orchard before 
the buds show pink in order to dis­ 
turb mummies on the ground. For 
control of brown rot and leaf curl a 
6-6-100 Bordeaux is recommended.

the department said, adding thus has 
discouraged many poultrymen. 
At the same time, the depart­ 
ment disclosed that state farm flocks 
produced 261 
million eggs during 
January, Tills was IO million above 
December, but 20 million below Ja n ­ 
uary a year ago. 
Extreme cold weather and high 
feed casts were listed by the depart­ 
ment as major factors in preventing 
the usual seasonal increase in egg 
production per layer that comes in 
January.

Sumi<s Are Desirable Shrubs 
Farm ers who a.e acquainted with 
the mild shrub known simply as 
sumac m a\ disagree with the title 
of this article until they learn th at 
this large group of plants include 
such 
fine 
ornam ental 
specie* as 
Fragrant Sumac and Fern-leaved 
Sumac When either of these species 
Is on e seen in their full beauty of 
leaf, either (turin? the summer or 
ofter they turn to a brilliant show 
in the fall, to know them I* to 
desire them 
Perhaps it is necessary sooner or 
later to tell the bad news along 
rn itll the good—a 
true story 
of 
"beauty and the beast." For it is 
to the same genus of plants as these 
ornam ental shrubs belong that we 
go to find poison-ivy and poison- 
oak 
The 
genus name 
is Rhus 
Poison-ivy is better classified as R 
toxicodendron and poison-oak ftlie 
true western shrub* as R. diversiloba 
The other poisonous species, some­ 
times called W hite Sumac or poison- 
sumac, K actually listed as R. ver- 
nix Botanists agree th at the com­ 
mon name of poison-oak cannot be 
correctly applied to cither poison- 


ivy or the so-called poison-sum ae. 
# But home owners need have no 
apprehension about the ornam ental 
specie* of this genus. They are not 
only safe from any poisonous qual­ 
ities, but tliey are truly fine plants 
to add to the shrub border or to 
use in clumps or as individual p lan t, 
log*. Two usually listed in nursery 
catalogues are particularly desirable 
- the fern-leaved sort, R typhina 
lariniui a and the fragrant specie*. 
R. aroma fica 
Prospective growers 
mill understand that the editor Is 
indulging in these somewhat diffi­ 
cult botanical names only because 
distinction can be indicated by no 
other means. 
The native sumac la usually R. 
glabra, often called smooth sumac. 
In some parts of the north the wild 
species is R. copailina, .slightly more 
dwarf than R glabra Either of these 
mild shrubs makes a fairly attractive 
group or border plant, especially in 
autum n when their displays of both 
fruit and red foliage add color to the 
surrounding*. 
Most botanists recognize R hus co- 
tinus, better known as Sm oke-tree, 
a* a separate genus, correctly classi­ 


fied as Con tin us and not as Rhux. 
It, too, Ls a desirable shrub. 
Sumacs are 
among the 
eleven 
popular ornam ental shrubs which 
prefer spring planting to late fall 
planting, In fact, growers should 
order plants soon for M arch I de­ 
livery and set them out after that 
(Hite ae soon as soil am i mea tiler 
conditions permit. 
This genus likes good drainage 
This fart is so intim ately related of 
to sumac culture th at grower* gen­ 
erally associate .sumac* with sites too 
dry for most other shrubs And this 
is true, although plenty of moisture 
is not resented. But in case of 
drought the sumacs usually continue 
in full display of their vigor and 
beauty. Therefore, sum acs may be 
given exposed banks and other sim ­ 
ilar places where dryness is a com­ 
mon deterrent to other plants. 
It Is advisable to keep the root 
mass moist and to protect the roots 
from long exposure to sun and wind 
before and during planting opera­ 
tions. Plenty of rich garden or fence 
rowr *loam under and around the 
roots will help insure A*>d drainage 
and at the same tim e supply nour­ 
ishm ent to the spreading root*. For­ 
tunately sumacs are subject to few 
diseases or Insect diem ie*.
